The Democratic tariff bill was adopied by the 
senate today by avote of 4 to 37. 

Thus President Wilson has won his fight for 
a revision of existing duties, including free 
raw wool and free raw sugar. The victory of 
the president is emphasized by the fact that 
Senator Le Follette of Wisconsin, a progres- 
sive Republican, and Senator Poindexcer of 
Washington, a Progressive, voted for the 
measure. 

The votes of La Folletfe and Poindexter 
offset those of the two Louisiana senators 
who would. not accept the free sugar pro- 
vision which they had denounced as destruc- 
tive of one of the great agricultural interests 
of their state and of the country.

JEWEL ROBBERY IN 
WINNETKA HOME 


Burns Agency Detective Says 
Gems Amounting to 8100, 
000 Were Taken. 


PROMISE ARRESTS TODAY. 


Arrests for the robbery of jewels of great 
value are promised today by operatives for 
the Burns national detective agency. 

William H. Cody of 616 South Washtenaw 
avenue, the operative in charge of ‘he case, 
said early this morning. 

“It will be the moat sensational. case in 
this part of the country for some time, The 
Winnetka residence of a family that is 
widely known was robbed of jewels va ued 
at more than $100,000 about a month ago. I 
am not permitted to give out the name, but 
I have the case weil in hand, and expect to 
take the gang today or tomorrow.“ 


Detective Routed Out of Bed. 

Cody, who was located with difficulty, was 
routed out of bed after. hoyrs of fruitless ef- 
fort to learn of the case from other sources. 

The first information came from a resident 
of Highiand Paik, who said that a ivan bear- 
ing credentiais of the Burns agency had 
called at the Highland Park telephone ex- 
change and asked for the memorandum of a 
telephone call from a woman in that suburb 
to a man in Winnetka. 

The man gave the name of Cody. He said 
he was working on a 5100, C00 jewel robbery 
and he expected to get evidence against the 
gang through the telephone ticket. 


Highland Park Chief Talks, 

Chief of Police John Genest ot H.ghland 
Park said the detective also called on him. 

He asked me, said Genest, to give him 
a description of Oliver Green, a negro ar- 
rested a month ago for burgiary. Green is 
accused of robbing the residences of Mrs. 
James Prindiville and Mra. Paul Smith. He 
is accused of entering the houses at noon. 
The total taken in these two robberies¢ 
amounted to but $200. Green was errested 
on Sept. 4. 

“The detective said he suspected Green 
of a Winnetka robbery amounting to more 
than $100.000. I asked h.m who it was, but 
he said his agency got the case on the un- 
derstanding they would keep strict secrecy. 
He saza the police of Winnetka knew nothing 
about it.” 

C. W. Toby, superintendent of the criminal 
divis.on of the Burns detective agency, was 
reached. 

“ Yes, it amounts te more than $100 000. 
said he. But I can't talk about it. I just 
got in from Duluth this morning and Mr. 
Cody was reporting to me about it when 
Mr. Burns sent for me I didn’; learn the 
name or the details, so I can't talk about it.”

Judge's Attention to State's 
Attorney’s Allegation. 


LETTER TO A MINISTER 


Public Prosecutor Circulates Rumor 
and is Pressed in Court 
for Basis of Yarn. 


BRENTANO GIVES HIM TIME TO ACT 


A motion was presented to Judge Bren- 
tano yesterday afternoon asking that the 
court instruct the September grand jury to 
invest.gate a murder charge circulated by 
State e Attorney Maclay Hoyne. 

In a letter written to a clergyman a few 
days ago, Mr. Hoyne said that within two 
years a man was murdered in THs TRIBUN® 
bullding and the entire afiair hushed up.” 

Attorney S. E. Thomason, representing the 
Tribune company, presented the motion to 
Judge Brentano requesting that he instruct 
the grand jurors to investigate this aliega- 
tion of Hoyne s and vote either indictments 
or a uo Dill.” 


Accusation in Hoyne Letter. 

Mr. Thomason read io the court the fol- 
lowing from Mr. Hoyne's letter, ca.cu Aur 
and addressed to the Rev. Arthur J 
Francis of the Pilgrim Congregational! church 
of Englewood: ‘ 

I at any time you should like to learn 

something about THz CHICAGO TRIBUNS, 

believing that my remarks are not based 
upon facts, I will be very glad toenlighten | 
you further. You probably, like a good 
many other citizens, do not know that 
within the last two years a man was mur- 
dered in the Tribune building by being 
first thrown down an elevator shaft and 
then shot. No complaint was ever made 
to ang One cOmeerping the case; no one 
was ever arrested, and the entire affair 
was hushed up. 

Judge Brentano ruled that the law held to 
the prestimption that pubHe officials would 
do their duty. 

On Hoyne’s claim that he was invest 
gating the case regarding which he has 
already made an unqualified statement, the 
court decided that he would not grant the 
motion during the term of the present grand 
jury. The motion, he said. might be re- 
newed at the conclusion of the term if in the 
meanwhile Hoyne had not acted. 


Points to Reflection on “Tribune.” 

In presenting the motion Mr. Thomason 
pointed out that the state's attorney had 
sought to convey: to the public the impres.

SEVEN RESCUED BY BOATS. 


Englishman Lives After Machine 
Turns Four Somersaults. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
BERLIN, Sept. 9,—The worst of the nume 


ous disasters that have overtaken Ger- 
many’s airship fleet happened this even- 
ing. The new naval Zeppelin ship L-1 was 
wrecked while on a voyage from the main- | 
land to Heligoland and thirteen of the crew 
of twenty were drowned. This is the twelfth 
accident to befall the Zeppelin airships and 
the first to be accompanied with loss of life. | 

The L-1 had been ordered to participate in 
tonight’s battle maneuvers of the battle- 
ship fleet at Heligoland, and, although there 
was a strong wind and much rain, the officers 
and crew had such confidence in their air- 
ship that they left the ground without the 
slightest hesitation or doubt. 

The voyage apparently was without mei- 
dent until the disaster. This occurred about 7 
o’ clock. 


Differ on Accident’s Cause. 
Official details of the accident are lacking 


and accounts vary as to the circumsiances. 
One said the L-1 ran into storm of hurricane 
proportions eighteen miles north of Heligo- 
land, which, together with a sudden drop in 
temperature and the severe cold, caused the 
gas to condense and the weight of the crew, 
which was larger than the airship, is capable 
of sustaining in bad weather, forced the ship 
down into the water, where the high waves 
quickly put the motors out of commission. 

The ship was completely disabied and the 
cabins were submerged so that the men who 
were in them were caught in a trap. 


Wireless Bringe Re:cue Eoats. 

An hour after the accident wireless signals 
calling for help were received from the air- 
ship, and were heard by the military staucn 
on the island. Torpedo boats rushed out at 
full speed and found huge waves sweepit. g 
over the aluminum framework of the airsnip, 
which had broken in two. A number of men 
could be seen clinging to the wreckage. 

Men from the torpedo boats buckled life 
belts on themselyes and with lines in their 
hands jumped overboard. They made tne 
lines fast to the exhausted men, of whom 
seven were rescued. These included Lieuts. 
Wendt and Grimm. Commander Hanne is 
thought to have been lost. 

Dr. Ringe, a German aviator, died while 
competing for a distance prize today. His 
machine fell 600 feet. An autopsy showed he 
had been stricken with heart failure and 
probably was dead before the plunge started.

Now that the bill is through the senate, 
Democratic members of that body are de- 
lighted over the unity manifested by their 
party.

“The Maine election, while disappointing 
in the failure to elect our Democratic candi 
date, who is a very able and progressive 
Democrat, is not at all discouraging, when we 
consider the figures. The Democratic candi- 
date received within about a hundred of the 
vote cast for the president last fall. Thisis 
a remarkably good showing when we con- 
sider that it was a special election. 

„The Republican victory was due primarily 
to the return of a large number of Progres- 
sives to the Republican party. At least the 
Republican vote gained something over 6,000 
and the Progressives lost that much, as com- 
pared with the returns last fall. 

The Democratic candidate, Mr. Pattangall, 
in an interview this morning refers to some 
éefections in the party. There were two or 
three local influences which tended to reduce 
our vote, but all things considered, it seems 
to me that the Democretic vote was as large 
as could be reasonably expected and the re- 
sult certainly cannot be construed as dis- 
approving of the president’s administration 


or policy.“

Net since 1901 has the corn crop sufferad 
guch losses as it has this year. Moreover, 
the situation is worse this year on account of 
the long duration of the scorching tempera- 
teres and drought. In 1901 rains and cooler 
Weather came in the early part of August 
and made good fall pasturage besides helping 
gut the late corn. 


Wheat Crop Breaks Record.

GOES TO HOUSE 


Administration Measure Pre- 
sented as Approved by the 
Democratic Caucus.

REPORT SETS OUT VIEWS, 


States Reform of Evils in Pres- 
ent System Is Sought; Re- 
~publicans Ask Changes. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.—The adminis- 
tration currency reform bill, as approved by 
the Democratic caucus, was reported to the 
house today from thé committee on banking 
and currency by Chairman Glass. A volum- 
inous report, including a lengthy technical 
discussion of the theory of the bill, accom- 
panied the measure, setting forth the views 
of the Democrats on the committee. 

The majority declared that the bill “is 
intended to bring about necessary changes 
in the present banking and currency system 
of the United States and to correct long 
standing evils that have had a slow and deep 
rooted growth. It aims at the rectification 
of the essential defects of the present sys- 
tem, although it does not seek to make all 
the innovations that might, from an ideal 
standpoint. be deemed desirable. 


Outlines Eesentials of Bill. 
Reviewing the arguments against the so- 
called Aldrich plan outlined by the national 
monetary commission, and against all cen- 


tral bank plans suggested, the report said: 


After looking over the whole ground and 
after examining the various suggestions for 
legisiation, the committee on banking and 
currency is firmly of the opinion that any 
effective legislation on banking must include 
the following fundamental elements, which 
it considers indispensable in any measure 
likely to prove satisfactory to the country: 

Creation of a joint mechanism for the 
extension of credit to the banks which pos- 
seas sound assets and which desire to liqui- 
date them for the purpose of meeting legiti- 
mate commercial, gricultural, and industria] 
demands on the part of their clientele. 


Against Bond Secured Currency. 

„Ultimate retirement of the present bond 
secured currency, with suitable provision for 
the fulfillment of government obligations to 
bond holders, coupled with the creation of a 
satisfactory flexible currency to take its 
place. 

Provision for better extension of Ameri- 
can banking facilitice in foreign countries to 
the end that our trade abroad may be en- 
larged and that American business men in 
foreign oc intries may obtain the accommo- 
dations they require in the conduct of their 
operations. 


Predicts End of Panics. 
Crediting the present financial system with 


chief responsibility for the various panics of 


the last half century, the report sets forth 

that under the proposed law, the federal 

reserve banks to be created under the bill , 
would have available at least $550,000,000 of 

reserve in cash. | 

In their minority report on the bill, the 
Republicans of the committee pointed out 
what they held to be the weaknesses of the 
measure. They. said they. found the Demo- 
erates of the committee “so bound by their 
eaucus action that they could not consider 
amendments to the bill, which, if adopted, 
would have eliminated its unsound and ques- 
tionable provisions.” 

They suggested that the provisions com- 
pelling national banks to subscribe for the 

capital stock of the federal reserve banks 
on pain of forfeiture of their charters, was 
“of doubtful constitutionality and wholly 
unnecessary and inexpedient. If the plan of 
the bill is a good one, they said, the banks 
would gladly participate; if not, should the 
banks refuse to enter the system, all busi- 
ness would be disastrously effected.“ 

The Republicans declared that the provision 
making the new federal reserve notes obli- 
gations of the United States," practically cre- 
ates a central bank. 

They urged that the powers of the federa! 
reserve board were too great, and that 
there is great danger as the bill is now 
drawn that the banking business of the cour- 
try may be used for partisan political ad- 
vantage.”

CITES UNLAWFUL SALOONS 
IN PROTEST AGAINST VOPICKA. 


William C. Hollister, Head of Chicago 
Company, Writes Senator Bacon on 
Diplomatic Issue. 


‘ Wiliam C. Hollister, president of the Chi- 
cago Lino-Tabler company, wrote a letter 
yesterday to Chairman Bacon of the senate 
committee on foreign affairs, protesting 
against the confirmation of C. J. Vopicka as 
minister to the Balkan states. Mr. Hollister 
says in his letter: 

“ For the reasons given herein I desire to 
protest against the appointment of Charles 
J. Vopicka, president of the Atlas Brewing 
company and director of the wholesale house 
of Parisek company, Chicago, and Rousar 
company of Omaha, as minister to any 


country, and I respectfully request that these 


facts be laid before your committee. 

“ Yesterday (Sunday, Sept. 7,) I motored 
to twelve of the Atlas Brewing company 
saloons and found state laws and city ordi- 
nances being openly violated in all of them. 

Among these violations were the follow- 
ing: Women standing in front of the bars; 
card gambling going on; boisterous music, 
which could be heard across the street; in- 
toxicated men in several of the places; Sun- 
day closing law disregarded in all of them. 

“I have been an employer of labor in Chi- 

cago for neariy thirty years; Jam not and 
never have been affiliated with any temper- 
ance or prohibition organization. I have had 
ample opportunity of observing the effects 
of the saloon on the persons and homes of 
many hundred skilled mechanics in the print- 
ing industry, 
' “It ig my belief that no member of your 
honorable body would acquiesce in the ap- 
pointment to any position of honor or trust 
of @ man owning one saloon, and I trust the 
fact thet Mr. Vopicka is a director of cor- 
porations owning Many saloons will not be 
considered as qualifying him for the position 
sought, or any other im the diplomatic 
service.”

© long as a man has no transmissible 

disease, supports his family, puts 

S aside enough to guarantee that the 

community will never have to eare 

for him, the community, seeking to 

defend itself, has not great interest in him. 

It is true that he may be sowing seed thut 

will crop out in the second or third gen- 

eration, or that his example may be bad, 

but it is impossible just now to get the gov- 

ernment interested in anything so intang!- 
ble. 

Therefore we may say that, above à cer- 
tain level, the community has no interest 
and that the community interest is not 
aroused until the man falls bélow a certain 
level. Let us call that interest public 
hygiene, ‘i 

Above that level lie most of the problems 
that the Average sane Man is Most interested 
in. 

Who wants to wear out before his time, 
to die too young, or, what is more impor 
tant, to become senile iu some organ at a 
time when the machine should be a mogul, 
capable of any reasonable load? 

What can be done J avoid Bright's, heart 
disease, apoplexy, and hardening of the 
arteries. Hitteahoune proves to us that we 
are losing ground in this field, this group, a 
large portion of which is a manifestation of 
premature senility. 

Have we gained anything in this field? 

To begin with, to learn the truth is a gain. 
Nothing will promote the growth of the per- 
sonal hygiene machine more than to spread 
the information that, going on as we have 
been, we are slipping back. 

I am sure that out of this knowledge will 
come à lessened use of drugs-aleohol, to- 
ba cco, coffee, morphine, cocaine, sleep pro- 
ducers, atid drugs of every erb- e 
drugs, medicine cabinet drugs, and patent 
medicines. 

— 

Above this level are the men who ate Well 
enough for all practical purposes, but who 
are not physically or mentally fit. By not 
physically fit I mean the men Who cannot 
do the day’s work without being unduly 
tired thereby, the men who get none of the 
nutritional advantage from the healthy 
work of healthy muscles, the men who do 
not get the mental training from the co- 
ordinated use of muscles. 

This is an extremely low standard. The 
work of the average man lies within natrow 
lines. A man might feel hiniself fairly fit, 
and yet helpless should he be thrown over- 
board in a lake; have te escape from a burn- 
ing building, or have to rnn a quarter mile.

N court cifelés at Vietina the all absorb- 
ing topic of conversation just at present 
is an incident which took place the other 
day at Ischl, where Emperor Francis 
Joseph, his two daughters, the Archduch- 

esses Valerie and Gisela, and sevéral of his 
grandchildren and other members of the im- 
perial house havé been n the sum 

mer. 


Francis Ferdinand, arrived one morning by 
special train in order to report himself to 
the aged monarch as the newly appointed 
inspector general of the armed forces of the 
dual monarchy and to thank him for the 
promotion. The archduke was accompanied 
to Ischl by his morganatic wife, the Princess 
of Hohenberg. 

Arriving at 7 o'clock in the morning, he 
drove about Ischl with his wife without 
taking any notice whatsoever of his rela- 
tives until noon, when he was received alone 
by the emperor in an audience which lasted 
barely twenty minutes. 

Tben he drove back to his hotel, fetched 
his wife, who contented herself with leaving 
cards for the members of the imperial family 
at Ischl without stopping to see any of them. 

At 2 the archduke returned to the hotel 
with the princess, and some twenty minutes 
later the two daughters Of the emperor, the 
Arch@uchesses Marie Valerie and Gisela, as 
well as some other princes and princesses 
of thé reigning housé, called on thé Prin- 
cess of Hohenberg at the hotel and asked to 
see her. She, however, sent down & curt 
message devold of any etéuse to bay that 
she could not reesivé them. : 

Towards thé evening the afchduke and the 
princess dined at the imperial villa with the 
emperor. It was ae formal affair, from which 
his daughters absented themselves at the 
last Moment, and immediately afterwards 
the afchduke and the princess left Ischl.

That the archduke has felt deeply the man- 
ner in which he has been kept aloof from 
any participation in the direction of the 
government since the restoration to health of 
the efhperor is no secret. That the Princess 
of Hohenberg resénts thé manner in whith, 
by reason of the ihferiority of her birth and 
of her morganatie status, she is obliged to 
yield the pas even to the youtigest of arch- 
duchesses on all state éccasions, is likewise 
well known. 

However, that the princess should give 
such a public exhibition of her animosity 
towards the empéror’s daughters, and shotild 
have gone to the length of refusing to re- 
ceive them at her hotel at Ischl when they 
called to visit her, without giving even the 
excuses required by ordinary courtesy. and 
etiquétte, has startled wr one connected 
with the court. 

She has placed an affront upon the empe- 
ror’s daughters and upon the other arch- 
duchesses which they are not likely to forget 
in a hurry. 

The incident is full of probabilities of all 
sorts of unpleasantness and strife among 
the members of the house of Hapsburg when 
the old I-

upon to sueceed to the throne.

It is odd that a lawyer who has been the 
leader and récogniged head of the French 
bar and who is chief magietraté of the 
French republic should not have known this.

A question has been raised in England as 
to “whether the relatively large sum of 
money which it cost te place the great seal 
in commission during the recent visit of its 
lord keeper, Viscount Haldane, to the United 
States and Canada has been paid by Vis- 
count Haldane himself or by the American 
Bar association. 

The amount involved is about $8,000, and it 
was this question of expense that deterred 
a number of Lord Haldafie’s predecéssors 
on the wodlgack from leaving England for 
the continent in search of health, relaxation, 
and change of scene. 

It is understood that the American Bar 
association paid the expenses of the voy- 
age to and from America of Lord Haldane, 
of his sister, Mise Haldane, and of Sif Ken- 
neth Mackenzié, the clerk of the crown; 
alsé for theif entertainment on this side of 
the ocean. 

No exception is taken to this. But it is 
argued that if would be improper to permit 
a foreign body such as the American Bar 
association te be saddled with the purely 
English cost 6f placing the great seal of the 
kingdom in commission during the absence 
in America of the lord high chancellor, more 
espécially since he eniphasized the fact, both 
while here and by wireless since his de- 
parture, that he came to the United States 
and Canada in hie offidial Capacity, charged 
with a message from the king and with the 
exposition of the views of the English gov- 
ernment, 

This being the case, it is of course only nat- 
ural that the éxpense in question should be 
borne either by the English government or 
by the lord high chancellor himself, even 
despite his fame for thrift.

WHAT’S WRONG WITH OUR 
CURRENCY? 

Asheville, N. C., Sept. 5.—[Hditor of The 
Tribune. A communication printed in your 
columns ass some questions as to our 
currency systems, questions that are doubt- 
less sincere and natural from the point 
of view of the writer, who is evidently a fair 
sample of the man on the street,“ and who 
has no real knowledge of a somewhat ab- 
struse subject. 

The letter is headed “ What's Wrong with 
Our Currency?’ Nothing is wrong with our 
éurféhey in the sense that it is in danger 


fot depreciation. But a great deal is wrong 


with it in the sense that our national bank 
notes must now be based upon government 
bonds only, this necessitating a fixed limit 
of issué, a limit Which does not provide for 
the country's currency heeds in crop moving 
timea, and affords no counter check to the 
baneful effects of hoafding in times of panic. 

Leading from this, all of the questions flung 
at you in the letter ih question can réadily 
de answered in one response. The wrong 


is in the fixed limit of national bank currency. 


An “élastic’’ system is one without a fixed 
limit, or at least with a limit which experi- 
ence has shown to be beyond needs. The 
proposed change will beriéfit the common 
people use the common people are ben- 
efited a condition which shall make it 
unnecessary for their banks to periodically 
hoard and refuse loans to manufacturers and 
merchants in a desperate struggle to protect 
each bank's own separate reserve against a

NL WURDE TRIAL ON 


Second Hearing for Chicagoan | 
Begins in Michigan. 


FARM EMPLOYES © CALLED. 


First Witnesses Recall Friendship of 
Acensed Man and Fisher. 


Hersey, Mich., Sept. 9.—[{Special.]—The 
second trial of Oscar M. Auerbach be- 
gan at Hersey this morning when the jury 
as’ chosen on Monday Was sworn in and start- 
ed to determine the guilt or innocence of the 
man charged with the murder of Harry W. 
Fisher at Baldwin last fall. 

The firet witness, August Shoulden, was 
called to the stand and stood a two hour 
grilling. He stated he was hired by Fisher to 
run the big farm and on the day of the 
shooting tiret saw Fisher lying on hie back 
with his hat over his face, No damaging 
evidence wes given by the witness, who 
stated that Auerbach and Fisher were almost 
as friendly as were Mr. and Mrs. Fishe?. He 
never saw Auerbach driving With Mré. Fisher 
rege Wheri the two children were aden, he 


shooting the latter, a 2 — in ‘the 
hand, was knééling béfide thé dead body 

weeping. At, the first trial much was made 
about Auerbach's indifference after the shoot- 
ing. Headstrom also testified that Mr and 
Mrs. Fisher were most loving as husband and 
wife. 

Mre. August Shoulden told of the shoét- 
ing affair and the lite of the Fishers and 
Auerbach previous to ft. she, 100, testified 
to the happy home lifé of the Fishers, who 
for a short time lived at the Shoulden home. 
She said she never knew of two men appar- 
ently more friendly than Fisher and Auer 
bach: and, although Mr. and Mrs. Fisher 
were friendly, according to her testimony, 
there was no undue familiarity between Mrs. 
Fishef and Auerbach. He always adéreesed 
her a8 Mrs. Fister. 


Undertaker Weston, who took care of 
Fisher’s body, was next called, and his testi- 
mony showed Auerbach to be in a great 
hurry to get the body shipped away. Upon 
being informed by Weston that a coroner's 
jury would be necessary, Auerbach advised 
that Weston keep the affair as quiet as pos- 
sible. According to Weston, all detailé were 
ordered and carried out entirely by Auer- 
bach. In ordering a rig instead of a hearée, 
Auerbach remarked that a bearge would 
make just that mueh more trouble. 

Sheriff Bates of Lake count was the last 
witness called. He, too, testified to Atier- 
bach’s haste in wanting to get the body 
shipped, and said that he wanted it done on 
the day of Fisher's death. He said Weston 
and Dr. Stone measured the bullet wound in

BEFORE NEW YORK GRAND JURY 


City Authorities Agree to Let Jurors De- 
cide Status of Two Productions Un- 


der Fi- e. 


New York, Sept. 9.—Out of a conference 
this afternoon between District Attorney 
Whitman, Chief Magistrate McAdoo, anc 
two theatrical managers, was evolved a pian 
for dealing with the two plays whose scenes 
are laid in the underworld and which are 
objectionable to Mr. McAdoo and the po- 
lice. 

The plays are to be withdrawn At once. 
Within a short time, as speedily as possible, 
the grand jury will be assembled and will 
be conducted to the theaters in question. 
Before the grand jury—and no other specta- 
tors—the plays will be enacted. If sixteen 
of the twenty-three members of the grand 
jury. or two-thirds, declare the plays unob- 
jectionable they will be continued without 
hindrance. Should less than sixteen mem- 
bers do so, the plays will be withdrawn per- 
manently. 

This is the first time in New York that 
a grand jury has been called upon to sit 
as censors on a theatrical production.

Corn Dodgers — one cupful of white meal 
sifted, one tablespoontul of butter, one half 
teaspoonful salt, one cupful of bolling water. 
Stir the water into the meal and butter, take 
up a heaping kitchen spoonful of the dough 
and round it off, then turn into the hand and 
roll into cylindrical shape and fry in table- 
spoonful of fat, or in deep fat. These are good 
with a sirup or with bacon and bacon fat. 

With the boiling water one gets a sticky 
dough, with warm water one is likely to get 
a crumbly mass that will dry out in the cook- 
ing, leaving meal in the center, a little worse 
for the process. And besides this, the product

may be bitter, even with the best of meal, as 
with cakes made with other meals and cold 
water. 

For the amateur it is much better to make a 
mush, cook it thoroughly, spread it out in a 
thin layer, and when it is cold cut it out in 
any preferred shape and fry. But if the mush 
is not made and ready the corn dodger, made 
as above, is a fair substitute, and if highly 
successful, even better than mush. It may be 
made in flat cakes instead of cylinders.

A true flat bread is one made as follows; it 
is simple and very crusty, therefore easier to 
digest than the thick soft corn breads: 

Cornbread Without Eggs—One-half cupful of 
meal, one cupful of flour, one tablespbonful 
sugar, one-half teaspoonful t, one cupful of 
sour milk, one scant lespoonful of soda dis- 
solved in the sour m Sift the flour, meal, 
sugar, and salt together and add the feaming 
sour milk into which the soda has been stirred. 
Bake fifteen to twenty minutes. Enough for 
four people, two squares each. 

What is Johnny cake? Is it made with or 
without eggs and shortening? You cannot tell 
by a study of the recipes of different cooks to 
what particular variety of corn bread this name 
n be given.
